The translation may have 
emanated from a master of French, but 
it certainly is not the wdrk of a person 
who has more than a vague idea of 
English, If it had ‘appeared in an or- 
dinary newspaper it would be amus- 
ing, but published in a Govern. 
ment. Garette the case is: different, 
and becomes somewhat serious, The 
whole. affair suggests to us the advis 
ability, of the Gazette being ‘discon- 
tinued, and the announcements that at 
present appear in it being advortised ‘in 
‘the local newspapers, Of course we are 
not, the least interested in making this 
suggestion—obviously so, but seriously 
speaking, if. the arrangement suggested 
were adopted, the Colony ' would 
not. be put to. half the expense. 
it ia. at present in regard to the Gazédte ; 
the local papers .would- be better. sup- 
ported in thelr ad vertisoment department, 
which would result in an advantage to 
the public, ‘or .with larger receipts we
